ACTIVE DUTY PLEASES MEN 

Squadron of Twelve Commanded by 
Captain Nelson Forms Screen for 
Big Warships — One of Fate'* 
Queer Twists. 

London. — A contingent of 12 Ameri- 
can submarine chasers played n bril- 
liant and novel pnrt In the Durazzo en- 
gagemeat. This chnser squadron ef- 
fectively acted as s screen around the 
big ships eagnged in the bombardment 
to protect them against submarines. 
The Americans were under henvy fire, 
but had no casualties. 

Cnpt. C. P. Nelson nnd Lieut Com. 
P. II. Bnstedo commnnded the squad- 
ron. A Inrgc percentage of the officers 
and men were of the navnl reserve 
nnd reports of the operation praise 
their work highly. 

The Ainerlcnns definitely sank one 
submnrlne and dnmaged and probably 
destroyed another. After the engage- 
ment they escorted a British cruiser 
which had been hit by a torpedo safely 
to the hase from which the expedition 
started. An enemy hospital ship wns 
also taken In charge for examination. 
Active Duty Pleases Men. 

Throughout the bombardment and 
when the forces were appronchiag the 
harbor the chasers circled swiftly 
arouad the big ships. A rei>ort received 
here snys the men had a good time and 
evidently were pleased with the suc- 
cess of the first achievement of this | 
chnrncter the chnsers hnd nttempted 
to work. Heretofore they hnve been 
pntrolllng, dropping depth charges and 
firing on enemy submarlaes. 

Austrln-Hungnry hns ut the most 
only two modern battleships left; she 
has lost a large number of smnll craft, 
nnd now Durazzo, the advnnced bnse 
of her depleted fleet, has been ren- 
dered useless, writes the British naval 
expert, Archibald Hurd, In the Dally 
Telegraph. Continuing, he says: 

"Durazzo, practlcnlly dominating all 
oae side of the Adriatic, was to the 
Austrlnns what Zeebrugge was once to 
the Germans. No effort had been 
spared to make It nn Impregnable port 
which would be vuluable to the Aus- j 
trinns, ns n bnse of mllltnry forces of | 
the quadruple alliance In Alhanln, nnd 
In nOOltlon toe a pistol nlmed ut the 
allies. 

Sees One of Fate's Queer Twists. 

"In the scheme of attack provision 
hnd been made by the entente navnl 
forces for the co-operation of Ameri- 
can submarine chnsers, of which quite 
a number hnve been working In the 
Mediterranean. It was an Irony of fate 
that whereas the Germans boasted of 



the damage their submarines would do 
to the Amerlcnns It wns the submarine 
chasers of our friends which traveled 
about four thousnnd miles to deal with 
the German pnrtner at his gateway. 

"The American seamen will be cor- 
dially congratulnted by their comrades 
In the other allied navies on the de- 
struction of two Austrian submarines. 
The attack was a direct nnd menaciag 
challenge to the Austro-Hungarian 
fleet, and It presents another effective 
blow struck at the enemy. 

"The task of making a way through 
the mine fields In broad dnylight must 
have been a difficult and haznrdous 
one. We shall probably learn that 
some of our hardy east coast fisher- 
men, Englishmen and Scotchmen, had 
n hand In clearing the pnssage for the 
warships." 



Only 50,000 Quintals Are Expected 
This Season, Against 250,000 
In a Good Year. 

St. Jolm's. N. F. — The Lnbrador fleh- 
,.ry. oae of the principal branches of 
the Newfoundland cod fishery Indus- 
try, threatens to he very short this 
7ear. The fish are shipped direct from 
Ibe coast to European countries, main- 
ly Portugal, Spain, Itniy and Greece, 
and very high prices are obtained now- 
adays, virtually double the figures rul- 
ing before the war started. The lnb- 
rador fishery of Newfoundlnnd has not 
In late years attained the same pro- 
j^rtlons as formerly when some 20.000 
fisber folk, men. women and children, 
migrated there every summer for the 
fishing season, and the catch In some 
ytarr reached 250,000 quintals. A good 
season nt present would represent half 
these figures, wherens the outlook Just 
now Is that for the 10.000 or 12.000 
people engnged. not more thnn 50,000 
qclntnls will be obtained.

Pittsburgh.— "Now listen, get me! 
There's been so much hot nlr* about 
this hero stuff thnt I wnnt you to get 
It straight. I suw this French bird 
across the river and I went nnd got 
him. If I hadn't someone else probnbly 
would hnve taken the same chance." 

In these words Cnpt. Wnlter U. 
Flannery, who was nwnrded the Cross 
of Wnr for swimming the Mnrne river 
and rescuing n wouuded French sol- 
dier nt the time the Germans held the 
Alsne-Marne sullent, disposes of any 
nttempt to make a hero of him for the 
deed. At the time Flnnnery wns n Ueu- 
tenaat. He Is at his home here on a 
furlough. 

The wounded man lny on the baak 
across the river from where the 
Americans were stationed at Savlgny. 
Dlsregnrdlng n French officer's warn- 
ing that It probnbly was n ruse to at- 
tract Amerlcnns over thnt the Huns 
might lenrn what division opposed 
them, Flnnnery waited until nlglitfnll^ 
whenjie stripped fo his undercjotliintf 
uud swnin ncross. The Germans 
spotted him nnd most of the trip was 
under water. Flannery tells the rest 
of the story as follows: 

"When I got over I found the ninn. 
All the French I knew was 'Id, Id'— 
'here, here' — and then the bird went 
hysterlcnl nnd refused to come Into 
the wnter. He was too weak to tie 
the rope I hud brought along, so I

8panlsh Influenza, which appeared In 
Spain In May, baa all the appearances 
«f grip, or la grippe, which has swept 
•jrer the world In numerous epidemics 
as far back as history runs. HIppoc-

kave been Influenza. Every centtiry 
Ins had Its attacks.

THE 6YMPTOM8 
Grip, or Inflnenzn, as It Is now called, 
•anally begins with a chill, followed hy

NATIONS CANNOT 
TRUST WORD OF 
GERMAN MASTERS 



President Wilson Tells the 
Kaiser He Must Surrender 
to the Allies. 



DECLARES HE WILL NOT 

DEAL WITH AUTOCRATS 



Notifies Berlin Nothing Can Be Gained 
by Leaving This Essential Fact Un- 
said — Chiefs of Allied Armies 
Dictate Any Armistice — More Than 
2,000,000 Y*nk« Now In France, and 
Going Over Fast. 

Washington, Oct. 24.— "The nations 
of the world do not and cannot trust 
the word of those who have hitherto 
been the masters of German policy." 

This la the answer of the president 
of the United States to Germany's 
latest bid for pence, white notifying 
her that on her acceptance of his 
terms, the question of an armistice, 
which Germany seeks. Is to be present- 
ed to the governments of the nations 
associated with the United States. 

The president goes on to say with- 
out equivocation "that If It (the Unit- 
ed States) must deal with the military 
masters and the monarchist autocrats 
of Germany now, or tf It is likely to 
have to deal with them later In regard 
to the International obligations of the 
German empire, It must demand not 
peace negotiations but surrender.** 

The president says that nothing can 
he gained by leaving this essential 
thing unsnld. 

Hung Must Disarm. 

The president's reply, which was 
mnde public at nine 10'clock Wednes- 
day night, serves notice on Germany 
that on her solemn assurance of ac- 
ceptance of the terms lnld down by 
him In bis recent addresses, he cannot 
decline to take up with the govern- 
ments associated with the United 
States In the war the question of an 
armistice. 

However, he forcefully serves notice 
on Germany that only an armistice 
which will amount to the practical dis- 
arming of her forces In the field will 
be considered at all. 

Points Way to Peace. 

The president's messnge clearly 
points the way for Germany to ohtala 
peace aad at the same time It strips 
the German note of every vestige of 
hypocrisy that camouflaged It. Thr 
president reiterates that tharo can .bf" 
no pence with autocracy save thi 
peace that comes on the heelB of Mr 
conditional surrender. That point Is 
made perfectly plain. 

Furthermore, the president does, as 
he said he would, refers the question of 
an armistice to the military advisers 
of those governments associated with 
the United States In the war. Their 
word will be final on that subject, 
and his very words strengthen the 
word they will give If the question goes 
that far. 

The distrust that every one felt at 
the German note is expressed openly 
by the president, so openly, In fact, 
that there can no linger be any ques- 
tion In the minds of the American peo- 
ple as to how the president looks upon 
the peace reforms which the German 
government so glibly said It bad ac- 
complished. 

More Than 2,000,000 Yanks Over There 

He says that "It may be" that future 
wars have been brought under the con- 
trol of the German people, but he adds 
that the present war— the oae with 
which the entire world Is concerned — 
has not, and he adds that It Is evident 
that the German people today 1 are 
without the power of commanding 
acquiescence of the military authori- 
ties. 

In addition to the reply of the presi- 
dent, there was made public by Joseph 
P. Tumulty, the president's secretary, 
a letter from the president to Secre- 
tary of War Baker, congratulating 
both the war and navy departments on 
the successful transportation of more 
thuh 2,000,000 soldiers overseas. 
Text of Reply. 

President Wilson's reply to the lat- 
est German note follows: 

"Department of State, Oct. 23. 

"Sir — I have the honor to acknowl- 
edge the receipt of your note of the 
22d, transmitting a communication nn- 
der date of the 20th from the Ger- 
man government, and to advise you 
that the president has Instructed me 
to reply thereto as follows: 

"Having received the solemn and ex- 
plicit assurance of the German govern- 
ment that It unreservedly accepts the 
terms of peace laid down In his ad- 
dress to the congress of tbe United 
States on the 8th of January, i9ig t 
and the principles of settlement enun- 
ciated In his subsequent addresses, 
particularly the address of the 27fh 
of September, and that It desires to 
discuss the details of their application, 



and that this wish and purpose eman- 
ate not from those who have hitherto 
dlctnted the policy nnd conducted the 
present war on Germany's behalf, but 
from ministers who speak for the ma- 
jority of the relchstag nnd for an over- 
whelming majority of the German peo- 
ple, and having received also the ex- 
plicit promise of the present German 
government that the humane rules of 
civilized warfare will be observed 
both on land and sen hy the Germnn 
armed forces, the president of the 
United States feels that he cannot de- 
cline to take up with the governments 
with which the government of the 
United States is associated the ques- 
tion of an armistice. 

"He deems It his duty to say again, 
however, that the only armistice he 
would feel Justified In submitting for 
consideration would be one which 
should leave the United States and the 
powers associated with her In a posi- 
tion to enforce any arrangements that 
may be entered Into and to make a 
renewal of hostilities on the part of 
Germany Impossible. 

Must Protect Allies. 
" "The president has, therefore, trans- 
mitted his correspondence with the 
present German authorities to the gov- 
ernments with which the government 
of the United States Is associated as 
a belligerent, with the suggestion that 
If those governmeatB are disposed to 
effect peace upon the terms nnd prin- 
ciples lndlcnted their military advis- 
ers nnd the military advisers of the 
United States be nsked to submit to 
the governments associated against 
Germany the necessary terms of such 
aa armistice as will fully protect the 
interests of the peoples Involved and 
Insure to the associated governments 
the unrestricted power to safeguard 
and enforce the details of the peace 
to which the Germnn government has 
agreed, provided they deem such an 
armistice possible from the military 
point of view. 

"Should such terms of armistice be 
suggested, their acceptance by Ger- 
many will afford the best concrete evi- 
dence of her unequivocal ncceptnnce 
of the terms nnd "principles of peace 
from which the whole action proceeds. 

"The president would deem himself 
tacking in candor did be not point out 
In the frankest possihle terms the rea- 
son why extraordinary safeguards 
must be demanded. 

"Significant and Important as the 
constitutional changes seem to be 
which are spoken of by the German 
foreign secretary In his note of the 
20th of October, It doea not appear 
that the principle of a government re- 
sponsible to the Germnn people has 
yet been fully worked out, or that any 
guarantees either exist or are In con- 
templation that the alterations of prln- 
[pie and of practice now partially 
•eed upon will be permanent. 
~} T "aore»>*er, It does not appear that 
bfe heart of the present difficulty bus 
been reached. 

German People Without Voice. 
"It may be that future wars hava 
been brought under the control of the 
German people, but the present war 
has not been, nnd It Is with the pres- 
ent war that we are dealing. 

"It Is evident that the German peo- 
ple have no means of commanding the 
acquiescence of the military author- 
ities of the empire In the popular will ; 
that the power of the king of Prussia 
to control the policy of the empire la 
unimpaired; that the determining 
Initiative still remains with those who 
have hitherto been the masters of Ger-. 
mnay. 

"Feeling that the whole peace of the 
world depends now on plain speaking 
and straightforward action, the pres- 
ident deems It his duty to sny, with- 
out nny nttempt to soften whnt may 
seem harsh words, that the nations of 
the world do not and cannot trust the 
word of those who have hitherto been 
the masters of German policy, and to 
point out once more that In concluding 
peace and attempting to undo the In- 
finite Injuries nnd Injustices of this 
war the government of tbe United 
States cannot deal with any but verit- 
able representatives of the German 
people who have been assured of a 
genuine constitutional standing as the 
real rulers of Germaay. 

••If It must deal with the military 
masters and the monarchlal autocrats 
of Germany, or If It is likely to have 
to deal with them later In regard to 
the International obligations of the 
German empire, It must debate not 
peace negotiations, but surrender. 

"Nothing can be gained by leaving 
this essentlnl thing unsaid.

Must Disarm the Hun. 
London, Oct. 24.— Gen. Sir A. Hunt- 
er said: "We must compel the sur- 
render of the kaiser aa the Germans 
compelled the surrender of the em- 
peror of France at the end of the- 
Franco-Prussian war. The armistice 
Is a matter for Marshal Foch and Ad- 
miral Beatty to decide. The Germans 
must be beaten to their knees." 
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30,000 SERBS DIE IN CAMPS 

British Prisoners Released by Bulgarfl 
Say Serbians Succumbed to 
HI Treatment. 

London. Oct. 24.— The first party of 
1.000 British prisoners taken by the 
Bulgarians and liberated under the 
peace agreement between that country 
and the allies passed through Sofia 
Monday en route to Salonika, according 
to dispatches to the Mail from the Bul- 
garian capital. They reported that be- 



cause of 111 treatment at the hands of 
the Bulgars 30,000 of the 50,000 Ser- 
bians in Bulgarian prison camps have 
died. The conditions In these camps 
were horrible, they declared. 



Knock Texas Dry Law Out. 

Austin, Tex., Oct 24.— The court of 
criminal appeals In a majority opinion 
held the state-wide prohibition law un- 
constitutional. Tbe opinion holds that 
this law Is In conflict with the local 
option feature of tha constitution of 
the state.
